The brief said Bowater ex 
plored B.C., “found: no short- 
age of timber, hydro power or 
water,” then decided to build 
in the U.S. 

The brief said that in the 
last decade newsprint produc 
tion in Canada increased by 


44 per cent, compared with 95 
per -ent elsewhere in the free 
world. The increase in pulp 
output in Canada from 1950 
to 1957 was 35 per cent, as 
against 57 per cent elsewhere 

The forest ‘industry, unlike 
other major industries includ 
ing gas-and oil, received no 
special subsidies or supports 
from federal of provincial gov 
ernments, On the ‘contrary it 
was singled out for tax bur 
dens higher than no other in 

The brief pointed out that 
Ontario and B.C. pay a special 
10 per cent logging tax. The 
result is that the forest indus 
try in these provinces bears 
the highest income tax of any

NEW YORK—A progress report on the 
world’s. largest dairy farm has been issued 
by the Food and Agriculture Organization, 
This cow colony with 
21,000 head of cattle is: not

At FAO headquarters in Rome, Dr. 
PDarahn Khurody, dairy development coth- 
missioner and joint secretary to the govern- 
ment of Bombay, explained the background 
and plans for-this unique farming operation, 

“Bombay is an island city with no sur- 
rounding villages from which milk can be 
sent,” he said. “The system of milk supply 
in Bombay was based on keeping the cattle 
in the city, a very wasteful method as the 
fodder had to be brought to the cattle... at 
the same time the conditions under which 
milking was carried out, the containers in 
which it was transported were all un- 
hygienic so that the milk users always had 
to boil the milk before they dared use it.”

‘The government of India 
this situation could only be changed by 
drastic action 10 years ago with FAO and 
the Colombo Plan working in co-operation. 
The 3,240-acre ‘site- outside the city was 
cleared and the colony created. Then licences 
were‘ cancelled for the owners of. 3,500 of 
Bombay's downtown-dwelling cattle and the 
milk were invited to move out to the 
new milk factory.

Even a 
tamed cassowary 
may turn on his benefactor 


and tear him to ribbons. Luck- 


liy for us, this hostile bird is 


not a native of the New World. 


His home is New Guinea and 
a few nearby islands. A small 
number of his relatives are 
still at large in northern Aus- 
tralia, : 

Of course, no bird of this 
size can take to the air. He 
is one of the ratites, or flight- 
less birds, which kes him 
kin to the earch, em and 
the rhea bird the South 
American pampas. Most of the 
ratites are birds of the open 
plains. The.cassowary, how 
ever, énjoys life in the deep 


The cassowary’s weapons 
are his sharp beak, his head 
Plate and the: saber-like talon 
on the centre toe of his three- 
toed foot.
